I found there is such a firm, 702, *^ilie. Buie and Landry. 

However, the phone book dated 12/67, the one immediately following 
the Pelier report, lists no Pelier* 

Given the accents, it is not unreasonable to to nder if the steno 
(given their level also) misunderstood Pilie for Pelier. Their phone number, 
in the event Jim feels it worth checking through his monumental work, is 
529-2656 o Aside from his CRC connections, Bartes flew planes for the agency in 
the ^ongo in 1965. 

Every once in a while, there is a new instance of this, somiathing 
very close to what I have been told, usually with the name close but not quite 
exactly correct. Increasingly I feel this source heard an awful lot. I do not 
know where, l have communicated one suspicion.
